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The Guam Comprehensive Cancer Control Coalition, in partnership with TakeCare Inc., 
hosted the Colorectal Cancer Education Conference on March 6, 2016 at Hilton Guam 
Resort and Spa. The objective of the conference was to increase knowledge and 
understanding on colorectal cancer prevention and control by healthcare professionals. 
The Guam Nurses Association provided 3 contact hours of CE credits to nurses and the 
Guam Medical Society provided 3 contact hours of CME credits to medical doctors for 
their participation.

75 
participants received their continuing education credits that include registered nurses, 
license practical nurses, medical assistants, respiratory therapists, and social workers.

WHEN/HOW to get this information out to policymakers and the 
public – so they can use it!

More cancer data MAY be included in the next NCD DASHBOARD – if 
analyzed in time. Guam Cancer Coalition Program’s EVALUATION is 
pending - GSA is awaiting price quotes; at least one has been 
submitted. DRAT team is eager to advise and give feedback to the 
process.

The Island community has its newest advocate for healthy living and 
passionate kids yoga instructor in Razielle Mergel. Since arriving just 
one year ago, Razielle, a military wife and volunteer, has made it 
her mission to spread the joy and  wonders of yoga. She has since 
taught yoga for Island Girl Power, Fanihen Tasi Paddling team, 
Liguan Elementary, Wettengel Elementary, Benavente Middle 
School, José Rios Middle School, J.P. Torres Alternate School, and 
Naval Base Youth Center. She most recently taught a beginner’s 
level yoga class to 400 students from pre-K to 5th grade at Marcial 
Sablan for over 3 weeks. What's more amazing is that she has done 
all this on her own free time and at no charge as a way of 
introducing her passion to others, especially kids. 
 

Razielle makes it a point to visit schools and introduce herself and 
her passion to anyone willing to listen. Teachers and fellow health 
advocates understand the importance of getting kids active, so they 
are eager to have her visit their schools. As a relatively new activity 
for kids on Guam, Razielle feels that a few free introductory classes 
can help anyone skeptical about yoga, to understand the many 
benefits. Aside from building flexibility, strengthening your core, 
and improving balance, yoga provides stress relief, relaxation, and  
can help with focus and concentration. 
 

She is also responsible for bringing the First Annual International 
Kids Yoga Day to Guam. Over 150 students and roughly 30 teachers, 
staff, and volunteers at Marcial Sablan Elementary School took part 
in 20 minutes of yoga in the campus courtyard on Friday April 8, 
2016. Guam joined yoga teachers, parents, students, and others, 
within schools,  studios, daycare centers and organizations from 
around the world in celebrating the youth and the importance 
of physical and mental fitness by practicing yoga. Aside from Guam, 
participating countries included Argentina, Australia, Canada, 
Denmark, Greece, India, Israel, Malaysia, Mexico, Peru, South

to students at the culmination of the event. 
 

If 
her efforts of the last year are any indication of the future impact of her work here on Guam, the island's youth are in 
for a real treat. In the meantime, her greatest joy is seeing the kids shine, so she will continue to share her love 
wherever she can.
